I have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourth  ^Vinual  report  fdr  the 
year  ending  31st  Decemher  194<l,  aud  the  fifth  year  of  war. 

The  health  of  the  United  District  continues  satisfactory. 

There  have  "been  no  serious  outhrealcs  of  major  infectious 
disease 3* although  measlos  iias  been  very  prevalent.  The  number  of  cases 
is  difficult  ti  estimate,  as  many  do  hot  receive  treatment  by 
medical  men*  ahd  are  consequently  not  notified. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  there  is  such  a lag  between  the  time 
of  diagnosis  of  Tubercular  ddsease  and  suitable  Sanatorium  treatent 
being  given, 

IIU?DSTATIQN 

InfestatioAa  of  fleas,  lice,  bugs,  slcin  diseases.  Scabies 
Iirrpetig#,  usually  occur  where  there  is  neglect,  Especially  with 
Parents  of  a low  laentallity  and  unclean  housing  conditions.  All' 

Icnovm  cases  are  investigated,  and,  if  possible,  treated  at  home. 
Disinfection  tai^es  place  by  the  Borough  at  Hythe  or  at  the  Ashford 
Isolation  Hospital, 

1 beg  to  suggest  the  treatment  of  Infectious  disease  should 
be  considered  as  one  of  urgenejr,  East  and  West  Ashford  Rioral  Districts 
have  an  arrangement  with  the  Ashford  Urban  District  Cotncil  for  admission 
of  patients,  but  H^rthe  Borou^^  and  Elhcan  R,  D, 0,  have  to  rely  U'.on 
any  neighbouring  Isolation  Hospital  having  accoimiodation.  Their 
agreements  were  terminated  with  the  bombing  of  the  Folkestone  Isolation 
Hos:"ital  in  August  1940,  Inmj'-  opinion  this  is  not  a parochial  question. 
Also  on  account  of  the  acute  shortage  of  staff,  Nurses  and  Domestics, 
other  Isolation  Hosoitals  are  unvdlling  to  enter  into  agre./nient  for  tlie 
reception  of  cases.  Has  not  the  time  arrived  when  Isolation  Hospitals 
should  be  'irovided  for  suitable  acconiiiodation  for  large  areas.  In  other  ! 
v/ords*  centralisation,  and  close  dov/n  existing  small  hospitals.
